pressure  of  work. 

Whilst  last  year  I was  able  to  report  the 
lowest  infantile  mortality  rate  recorded  in  Derbyshire,  for 
this  year  I regret  to  have  to  report  an  increase  in  that 
rate,  and  I have  endeavoured  to  give  my  opinion  as  to  the 
cause  of  this  increased  rate  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

Although  the  A.R.P.  duties  of  my  Department 
are  very  heavy,  I have  again  intentionally  omitted  any 
mention  of  them,  and  unless  exceptional  circumstances  arise 
I shall  continue  to  refrain  from  doing  so  during  war  time.

Area  and  Population 


The  Administrative  County  of  Derby  comprises  29 
Sanitary  Districts,  4 of  which  are  Municipal  Boroughs  •,  16 
Urban  Districts  and  9 Rural  Districts. 

The  County  has  an  aroa  of  635,454  acres,  98,038  in 
Municipal " Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts  and  537,416  in  Rural 
Districts . 

The  population  of  the  Administrative  County  as  estimated 
by  the  Registrar-General  to  the  middle  of  1940  is  636,890, 
337,850  in  Municipal  Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts  and  299,040 
in  Rural  Districts, 


Rateable  Value 


The  rateable  value  of  the  Administrative  County  in 
April,  1940  for  County  Rate  purposes  was  £,3,301,090  and  a 
Penny  Rate  over  the  whole  County  represents  the  sum  of  £12,696. 


Physical  Features  and  Chief  Occupations. 


The  main  industries  vjhich  give  the  people  of  this  county 
occupation  are  coal  mining  carried  on  in  the  East  and  North- 
East  and  in  a small  area  in  the  South-Western  portion  of  the 
county,  and  agriculture,  particularly  in  the  Western  and 
Central  parts  of  the  County.  The  staple  industries  in  the 
extreme  North-Western  area  adjoining  Lancashire  arc  those 
connected  with  the  cotton- trade,  whilst  in  the  South-Eastern 
area  adjoining  Nottinghamshire  the  hosiery  and  lace  trade 
provides  the  chief  occupation.  In  this  area  too,  artificial 
silk  manufactories  absorb  an  appreciable  portion  of  the 
population. 

In  the  Northern  and  North-Central  aroas  the  chief 
industries  are  quarrying,  limestone  crushing  and  lime  burning, 
working  and  dressing  millstone  grit,  and  silica  brick  making. 

A number  of  these  industries  come  under  the  heading  of 
"Refractories  Industries",  some  of  which  arc  known  to  be 
pro-disposed  to  pulmonary  disease.  In  the  extreme  South- 
Western  portion  of  the  County,  pottery  manufacture  is  one  of 
the  prominent  industries.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  year  under 

review  was  55.43  per  1,000  live  births  compared 
with  47.43  in  1939  and  51.10  in  1938. 

, >r  yo t »s  i tn  lave  been  priding  ourselves  on 'the  almost  constant 
fall,  year  by  year,  of  Infantile  mortality*  I remember  some  eight  to 
ten  years  ago  commenting  that  we  had  reached  a lo.w  level  of  infantilo 
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mortality  and  it  was  likely  we  were  getting  to  about  the  lowest 
limit  that  we  could  expect.  However , since  that  time  there 

has  been  an  appreciable  further  reduction  and  therefore  this 
increase  of  infantile  mortality  is  a matter  of  some  concern. 

It  will  be  noted  from  Table  I that  there  has  been  an  increase 
throughout  the  country  of  approximately  five  per  thousand  births 
so  whatever  the  causation  it  is  one  of  fairly  general  application 
throughout  the  country.  Unfortunately  at  the  time  of  writing 

my  Report  I have  not  got  comparable  Reports  from  other  parts  of 
the  country  but  it  would  be  interesting  to  see  whether  the  larger 
increases  are  In  the  Boroughs  or  the  Counties, 

I have,  however,  gone  into  the  recorded  causes  of  infantile 
mortality  in  this  County  for  1939  and  the  year  of  this  Report, 
namely  1940,  and  this  reveals  that  there  were  86  more  deaths  of 
children  under  1 In  1940  than  in  1939  and,  of  these  86  deaths, 
no  less  than  57  were  due  to  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  - in  terms 
of  infantile  mortality  rate,  an  increase  of  5,6  per  thousand, 
births.  It  can  therefore  be  stated  as  a fact  that  the  increased 

deaths  are  largely  due  to  acute  lung  conditions.  In  other 

diseases  the  fluctuations  are  of  such  a minor  degree  that  they 
do  not  appear  to  have  any  real  significance. 

I think  I can  say  without  reference  to  Meteorological  Tables, 
which  are  not  available  to  me  at  the  time  of  writing,  that  the 
winter  of  1939-40  was  particularly  severe  during  the  early  months 
of  1940  and  these  months  are,  of  course.  Included  in  the  period 
for  which  this  infantile  mortality  rate  is  calculated. 

Unfortunately  the  deaths  for  the  county  are  returned  to  me 
annually  and  not  quarterly  and  therefore  I am  unable  to  say, 
without  a very  extensive  investigation  for  which  I have  not  the 
time,  when  these  deaths  from  lung  conditions  occurred,  but  I have 
figures  of  weekly  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  in  "London  and 
the  Great  Towns  in  the  aggregate"  and  during  January,  February 
and  March  1940  these  figures  show  a marked  increase.  For  instance, 
at  the  end  of  December  1939  the  deaths  per  week  In  "London  and 
the  Great  Towns"  were  under  300  but  they  steadily  rose  during 
January  and  February  to  nearly  600  in  the  last  week  of  February 
and  then  gradually  fell.  It  looks,  therefore,  as  if  this 
infantile  mortality  increase  is  due  to  the  very  severe  weather  in 
the  early  part  of  1940. 

As  a guide  I have  looked  Into  the  comparable  figures  of 
deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  for  the  first  three  months  of 
1941  for  the  same  area,  i.e.  "London  and  the  Great  Towns"  and 
during  this  period  in  only  one  week  have  the  deaths  exceeded  500 
although  the-  same  curve  of  rise  and  fall  occurred,  but  to  a 
markedly  lesser  degree. 

This  Is  of  particular  interest  from  the  point  of  view  that 
in  the  early  months  of  1940  children  were  not  being  taken  to 
air-raid  shelters  on  account  of  air-raid  "alerts",  whereas  in 
1941,  of  course,  there  must  have  been  many  instances  when  children 
would  have  been  taken  to  shelters ; so  that  it  would  appear  to  be  a 
wrong  conclusion  to  draw  that  these  deaths  from  lung  conditions 
were  due  to  shelter  life.  I do,  however,  hope  that  whoever 

roads  this  comment  will  read  only  what  I have  said  and  not  read 
into  it  that  I suggest  there  can  be  no  danger  in  taking  children 
from  warm  bods  to  shelters.  That  I have  not  said  and  nothing 

more  must  be  read  into  my  comment  than  my  actual  words.

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 


The  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  area  of  the  C.ounty  comprises 
the  whole  of  the  Administrative  County  with  the  exception  of  the 
four  boroughs,  Buxton,  Chesterfield,  Glossop  and  Ilkeston.  At 
the  end  of  1940  there  were  54  Centres,  21  in  Urban  Districts  and 
33  in  Rural  Districts.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Ripley  Urban.  Upper  Hartshay  is  now  supplied  with  Helper  water 
and  Street  Lane  with  the  Derwent  Valley  water, 
but  Street  Lane  and  the  area  from  Chadwick  Grave  to  Hartshay 
Colliery  can  now  be  supplied  with  Belper  water  if  necessary. 

Wirksworth  Urban.  At  Middle ton-by-Wirksworth  the  supply  has 
" ~ been  augmented  by  water  from  the  Duns  ley 

Spring  in  Via  Gellia  which  is  forced  up  to  Middleton  Reservoir 
by  means  of  a ram.  There  was,  however,  a shortage  during 
1940. 

Ashbourne  Rural.  Bradley,  Two  12”  boreholes  each  120  ft.  deep 

have  been  sunk,  one  at  Shepherd’s 
Folly  and  the  other  at  Sturston  near  Bradley  for  supplying  the 
parishes  of  Atlow,  Bradbourne,  Bradley,  Brassington,  Hognaston, 
Hulland,  Hulland  Ward  and  Parwich.  Work  on  the  scheme  made 
good  progress  during  1940  and  255  service  connections  had  been 
made  to  the  mains  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Doveridge.  The  Uttoxeter  Urban  District  Council  have  arranged 

to  chlorinate  the  supply  to  this  parish  at  the  source 
at  Somersal  Herbert. 

Kirk  Ireton.  The  v/ater  mains  on  this  scheme  were  found  to  be 
practically  choked  with  iron  deposit  from  the 
v/ater.  This  has  necessitated  their  having  to  be  scraped  and 
relined  with  bitumin.  The  work  was  commenced  in  the  late  autumn 
but  was  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Bakewell  Rural,  Eyam.  To  supplement  the  supply  of  water  from 

the  Ooldwell  and  Highcliff  Springs  which 

was  found  to  be  inadequate  during  the  summer  time,  water  is  now 
being  pumped  to  the  reservoir  from  the  Magclough  supply, 

Belper  Rural.  Crich.  An  improvement  of  the  mains  in  the  village 

was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Duffield.  A scheme  v-ras  prepared  during  1940  for  the  chlorination 
of  the  sources  of  supply  at  Handley  Wood  and  Cross  o’ 
th*  Hands,  but  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  tenders  for 
the  carrying  out  of  the  necessary  w orks  etc,,  the  work  had  not 
been  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Chape 1-en-le -Frith  Rural.  Castleton  & Hope,  On  the  15th  March, 

1939,  the  following 

proposals  were  put  forward  at  a Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry: - 

Link  up  the  Castleton  and  Hope  systems  by  means  of  a 4U 
spun  iron  pipe  along  the  main  road;  a similar  pipe  line 
between  Castleton  Reservoir  and  the  inlet  to  the  Hope 
Reservoir  with  a ball  valve  at  the  Hope  end  which  is  14* 
lower  than  the  Castleton  end;  lining  the  Castleton  Reservoir, 
and  cutting  off  the  collecting  drains  on  the  Castleton 
gathering  ground  at  Brocket t Booth  except  that  from  the 
Western  side  which  will  be  improved. 

The  small  storage  tank  at  Fullwood  Stile  would  be  relieved 
but  would  still  continue  to  serve  a portion  of  the  Hope  area. 

The  combined  storage  of  the  two  reservoirs  would  be  376,000 
galls. 

The  dry  weather  yield  at  Jagger's  Clough  (Hope  Supply)  and  the 
west  source  at  Brocket t Booth  is  28,070  g.p.G.,  the  population 
to  be  served  being  1,350  at  30  g.p.h.p.d.  equals  a daily 
requirement  of  12*430  gallons. 

The  work  was  completed  during  1940. 

Charlosworth.  An  inquiry  was  held  on  30th  January,  1940  for 

sanction  to  the  loan  of  £2,500  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  springs  below  Coombes  Rocks  and  piping  the  water  to 
the  existing  reservoir  in  Town  Lane,  Charlesworth.  The  gaugings 
show  a minimum  flow  of  39,000  g.p.d.  The  work  was  commenced 
in  June,  1940,  but  was  not  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Hayfield.  Sanction  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  a 
loan  of  £3,000  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
storage  reservoir  of  20,000  gallons.  The  work, was  completed 
during  the  year. 


SEWAGE . 

Ashbourne  Urban.  The  present  sewage  disposal  works  are  overtaxed 
and  extensions  are  required. 

Proposals  for  the  extension  and  improvement  were  the  subject  of  an 
Inquiry  held  in  January,  1939.  Since  then  a modified  scheme  of 
extension  of  the  existing  works  has  boon  agreed  to  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  but  sanction  to  proceed  had  not  been  received  at  the 
end  of  1940. 

Sewering  of  the  recently  added  Derby  Road  area  has  been  carried  out 
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Bake we 11  Rural.  Chelmorton.  A scheme  was  prepared  in  1938 

for  sewering  this  village  and 

providing  treatment  for  the  sewage  in  Bullhay  Dale  north  of 
Par  Ditch  Farm  on  land  belonging  to  the  Parish  Council.  The 
treatment  proposals  were  to  provide  a detritus  tank,  settling 
tank,  filter,  humus  tank,  storm  water  tank,  and  sludge  bed. 

The  idea  was  for  the  final  effluent  to  flow  over  the  surface 
of  the  ground  and  gradually  pass  through  tho  limestone  underneath, 
there  being  no  stream  near  which  could  take  the  effluent.  The 
present  septic  tank  arrangement  in  the  village  was  to  be 
abolished.  The  work  was  completed  during  1940. 

Belper  Rural.  At  Denby  and  Kilburn  the  works  have  been  consider- 
ably extended,  the  old  works  at  Horsley  and  the 
pumping  station  at  Kilburn  cross  roads  have  been  abolished.  This 
work  commenced  in  1939  was  completed  during  the  year. 

Repton  Rural.  Willington.  "During  ‘1940  work  was  commenced  on 

' - a new  scheme  to  provide  sewers  and 

sewage  works  for  this  parish  and  was  still  in  progress  at  the 
end  of  the. year. 

The  scheme  provides  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  from  the 
village  of  Willington,  including -the  houses 'in  Gas  tleway.- Lane, 
adjacent  to  Rykne Id  Street,  the  estimated  D«W*F*  being  24,000 
G.P.D.  from  a population  of  1,200,  the  approximate  number  of 
houses  being  270. 

Owing  to  the  flat  nature  of  the  ground,  the  sewage  is  required 
to  be  pumped  to  a detritus  tank,  after  which  the  supernatent 
liquor  is  irrigated  over  the  land  specially- prepared,  the 
approximate  area  of  which  is  nine  acres.  The  sludge  from  the 
detritus  tank  is  discharged  on  to  four  sludge  beds,  two  outfall 
sewers  of  12u  and  9il  diameter  discharging  sewage  into  the  pumping 
station. 

The  sewage  after  screening,  is  pumped  to  the  above-mentioned 
tanks  by  means  of  electrically-driven  vertical  spindle  centri- 
fugal pumps,  of  which  there  are  two,  each  capable  of  delivering 
150  G.P.M.

The  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  1940  showed 
a slight  increase,  over  the  previous  year  as,  although  the  number 
of  beds  available  for  civilian  patients  was  only  120,  some  80^ 
of  the  normal  peacetime  number,  Service  cases  began  to  be 
admitted  during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  and  during 
the  period  under  review,  77  Service  cases  v\rere  admitted.  The 
admission  of  Service  cases  caused  a considerable  Increase  in  the 
amount  of  work  in  the  hospital,  which  is  reflected  In  the  figures 
of  the  number  of  operations  performed,  no  less  than  179  being 
performed  this  year  as  compared  with  95  in  the  previous  year. 

In  order  to  take  in  the  Service  cases,  rooms  on  the  upper 
floors  were  fitted  out  as  wards  capable  of  taking  44  beds. 

Dr.  R.F . Ashwin  replaced  Dr.  C-.C.W.  James  as  Junior 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  in  February  1940, 'and  continued  in  the 
service  of  the  hospital  throughout  the  year. 


During  the  year  4 probationers  passed  the  Preliminary 
Examination  of  the  General  Nursing  Council  end  4 obtained  the 
Orthopaedic  Nursing  Certificate  of  the  Central  Council  for  the 
care  of  Cripples.

During  the  year  under  review  527  (369  pulmonary  and  158 
non-pulmonary)  new  cases  were  reported  to  me,  461  being  primary 
notifications  and  66 'new  cases  coming  to  my  knowledge  otherwise 
than  by  notification.  The  pulmonary  cases  show  an  increase  of 
41  but  the  non-pulmonary  figures  show  a decrease  of  37. 

The  case  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  .83.

In  addition  to  the  work  set  out 
in  the  above  table  every  Health. Visitor . in  this  County  is 
also  a School  Nurse  and  has  continued  to  assist  at  School 
Medical  Inspections  at  both  elementary  and  secondary  schools. 

In  addition  to  carrying  out  examinations  and  re-examin- 
ations  of  children  in  schools  for  verminous  conditions  the 
School  Nurses  visited  schools  and  homes  to  follow  up  cases 
under  the  scheme  instituted  in  1930  and  attended  at  schools 
for  such  purposes  as  weighing  and  measuring  children. 
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
